REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE ROOR, 


We beg to submit the following report for this fiscal year 
ending December 31st, 1906: 

The indebtedness of the town (not including the cost of abol- 
ishing grade crossings, which have not yet been received) is 
$118,850. Notes to the extent of $8,000 have been paid dur- 
ing the past year. The cost of abolishing the grade crossings 
we expect to receive soon, and think our proportion will be 
about $25,000. 

Weare pleased to report to you that we have closed the 
year with an unexpended balance of over $9,000. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The most serious question which came before the Select- 
men this year was the defective condition of our streets, caused 
by changes in the grade crossings, and the entire lack of any 
provisions in the specifications decreed by the Court to enable 
the town to compel these defects to be corrected. 

We engaged an experienced engineer, Mr. Frederick E. 
Tupper, to examine this work carefully, and his report which 
was published and distributed among the citizens of the town, 
was to the effect tuat the work had been done in accordance with 
the decree of the Court. He pointed out many defects, and 
recommended remedies which we brought to the attention of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R. The officials of the railroad met us 
in the right spirit, and many of Mr. Tupper’s recommendations 
were carried out. : 

The loaming of the banks on, Elm street, and the installa- 
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tion of gutters there, they at first refused to do, but later agreed 
if the town would take charge of this work and some other re- 
pairs needed, to stand one-half, provided their half did not ex- 
ceed $600. The work was done, and we feel now that these 
streets are in fair condition. We also feel under the circum- 
stances that the N. Y., N. H. & H. Rail Road Company have 
been very fair and willing to do what was right, even though 
not legally bound to do anything more than was called for in 
the decree of the Court. 


PRINTING AND STATIONERY. 


This account was extra heavy in 1906 on account of there 
being no appropriation made for the valuation tax books, also 
on account of the new book-keeping system which required 
new books and stationery. 

We recommend that the same appropriation of $500 be 
made for next year. 


POOR. 


Each application for aid has been duly investigated, and 
relief given in all worthy cases. We made an inspection of the 
Canton Almshouse, where the town has several inmates, and 
find it in excellent condition in every way. The Walpole in- 
mates appeared well kept and comfortable. We have been very 
fortunate in this department, and while we have an unexpended 
balance, we recommend the same appropriation for the coming 
year. 


TOWN HALL. 


Many badly needed repairs were made on the Town Hall, 
and we think it is now in fair shape, except perhaps’the floor. 
We recommend an appropriation of $350 for the coming year. 
In 1906 there was an appropriation of $750. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Engineer’s report is appended, and speaks for itself. 
We are recommending the same appropriation as last year. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


We have had several complaints in regard to the illegal sale 
of liquor, and each was promptly attended to. 

We feel especial mention is deserved of the constables for 
the efficient manner in which they have co-operated with us to 
stamp out this nuisance. ‘Two convictions have been secured. 

We appointed Mr. Howard Patten as janitor of the Town 
Hall, and special police officer and constable; and he has per- 
formed his duties in a satisfactory manner. We recommend an 
increase in the salary of this office for the coming year. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACCOUNT. 


This account is always uncertain, and while we have closed 
the year with a small unexpended balance, we recommend the 
same appropriation as last year. 


THE NEW SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING. 


The new system of book-keeping adopted by the town and in- 
troduced under the direction of the Auditors, has proven most 
satisfactory. 

The manner in which the town accounts are displayed in 
this report will speak for itself. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The Highway Commissioners’ Report is appended, and 
speaks for itself. We recommend the appropriation for the | 
coming year be increased. We have had several complaints in 
regard to certain overhead railway bridges not being drip proof. 
Upon bringing this matter to the attention of the N. Y., N. H. 
& H. R. R. they immediately took steps to correct this trouble. 


PERAMBULATION OF TOWN LINES. 


The Statute requires town lines to be perambulated once 
every five years. In accordance with this requirement this 
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Board met representatives from adjoining towns, and with them 
examined all witness monuments marking town lines. These 
monuments were found to be in proper position, and properly 
lettered. 


STREET CAR SERVICE. 


The street car service has been very unsatisfactory in many 
respects, and frequent complaints have been made to the Board 
by citizens of the lack of proper accommodation. The Com- 
pany have been urged by the Board to remedy the condition of 
which complaint was made, and we think there is a disposition 
on the part of the Company to give better service in the future. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


We now have 223 incandescent and one arc lamps in our 
streets, in addition to the kerosene lamps maintained by the citi- 
zens. ‘The arc lamp is a matter of experiment, and if it proves 
satisfactory we hope in the near future to be able to place more 
of these in other streets of the town. Owing to the fact that 
many of these new lamps were not installed until part of the 
year had passed, we have an unexpended balance on this account, 
but if the same service is to be maintained during the coming 
year, it will be necessary to appropriate the same amount as last 
year. 

The best rate we were able to obtain on these lamps was: 
For incandescent lamps, $15 per light per year; on the arc 
lamp $75 per year; both ona 1600 hour per year basis. We 
did succeed, however, in securing a 25 per cent. discount on the 
inside lighting of all town buildings, also a lower rate on the 
lighting of the town clock. 

We have taken the matter up of putting all town street 
lights on a meter basis, thus paying only for what light we 
actually receive. 

This year the Board granted a franchise to the American 
Tel. & Tel. Co. to build an underground conduit on Washing- 
ton street, which adds much to the taxable valuation of the town.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


The Auditors, in accordance with the vote of the town, have 
employed a public accountant, Mr. Thomas S. Spurr, who 
made an examination of the books of the various departments 
of the town, and a report on the condition of these was printed 
and given to the voters. 

At a special meeting in June, the town instructed the audi- 
tors, with the approval of the Selectmen, to install a system of 
book-keeping for the town and engage a book-keeper. The, 
Auditors have carried out these instructions as far as they have 
been able. 

While the results are not complete, due to the failure of 
some departments to co-operate fully with the Auditors, still 
there has been a marked change in the handling and recording 
of the accounts of the town. 

The statements and balance sheets printed herein are cor- 
rect, and show the actual condition of the various town accounts. 
For the first time within our recollection the town report shows 
a complete balance sheet; a correct statement, itemized, of the 
town debt; a statement of fixed assets and liabilities showing 
value of public property, etc.; statements showing appropria- 
tions and other receipts of different departments, the expendi- 
tures in the same, and the balance, being either unexpended or 
an overdraft; a statement showing temporary assets and liabili- 
ties. 

We have studied the needs and conditions of the town, and 
have investigated the methods employed in towns in this vicinity 
for carrying on their clerical work, and we make the following 
recommendations to which we hope the voters of the town will 
give careful thought before the annual town meeting. 
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1. That the book-keeping of the town be perfected and 
extended to include all departments of the town in accordance 
with the plan already laid down. 

2. We believe that the book-keeping and all clerical work 
of the town can best be done by one person, and that the money 
expended in small amounts for work of this kind will accom- 
plish more expended as one sum. We believe that the office of 
Town Clerk should be consolidated with the office of book- 
keeper, and that the one holding this office should be the clerk 
of the various boards. That the money spent for the salary of 
Town Clerk in the boards for clerical work and for book-keep- 
er become the salary of this one officer. That such a salary be 
given to this officer as will adequately compensate him for his 
entire service or such part as may be required for doing the 
book-keeping and clerical work of the town in a satisfactory 
manner. ‘That such an officer be debarred from holding any 
town office which has authority to expend money. If the voters 
of the town approve of this method, the selection of a candi- 
date for the office of Town Clerk should be made with this 
in view. The Auditors fully believe that such an officer of the 
town would be of great assistance to the various boards, es- 
pecially where the personnel of any board is radically changed 
from year to year. 

3- That the collection of all the money due the town be 
‘ committed to the Collector of Taxes, who shall be paid a fixed 
salary instead of a commission as at present.

Miscellaneous Reports. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


During January, February and March there were a few 
scattered cases of Measles, but in April and May the disease 
was epidemic in the center and east parts of the Town. In 
all chere were 138 cases reported, besides others that failed 
to be reported. 

At the same time there were reported 15 cases of Scarlet 
Fever, mostly scattered cases, in spite of the Board doing 
all in their power to stamp out the disease by quarantine and 
fumigation. 

The number of cases of other infectious diseases reported 
were: Diphtheria 10, Typhoid Fever 1, and Tuberculosis 3. 

Physicians and Householders please take notice that by an 
order of the Board recently passed, it is incumbent on all 
householders or physicians in attendance to report immedi- 
ately to the Board of Health all well-developed cases of Tu- 
berculosis, and measures will be taken to fumigate apart- 
ments after the death or removal of such cases. 

Forty-three jobs of plumbing were inspected, and in nearly 
all cases were found right, but in one or two instances where 
an out-of-town plumber was employed, it was evidently as- 
sumed that no regulations as to plumbing existed in Wal- 
pole. The people of Walpole should remember that the regu- 
lations of the Board in regard to plumbing are for their per- 
sonal benefit only, and without inspection there would be no 
surety as to the quality or amount of work done. 

Some eight or nine complaints of nuisances have been in- 
vestigated and abated. Owing to the great demand for tene- 
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ments, some landlords have been loth to make needed im- 
provements, and only by continued effort has the Board been 
able to get work done without resorting to strenuous meas- 
ures which might inconvenience tenants as well as landlords.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


The total appropriation of $150 was spent this year in 
planting new trees; principally, on School Street between 
Common and East; on Common Street, above the Walpole 
Center bridge; on West Street around the sand banks. More 
trees should be planted in this last-mentioned locality next 
year. We could only make a start this year. 

Voluntary contributions of the land owners have made 
possible the planting of many more trees than we otherwise 
could have planted with the appropriation allowed. When 
land owners once realize the value of shade trees to their 
land, we believe they will invariably be willing to stand a 
certain portion of the expense of setting them out. We think 
it should be the policy of the town to furnish the trees along 
new streets and streets where there are none now, to those 
land owners who are willing to pay for the digging and set- 
ting out—the town furnishing the tree and doing the plant- 
ing. This is fair and reasonable and makes the appropria- 
tion go farther. 

Early in the year we had a tree expert make a special ex- 
amination of the trees along our streets. A systematic outline 
of new planting was then made up and we hope this may be 
consistently carried out. The town is fortunate in having 
a lot of very fine shade trees now along its principle streets. 
We must not only continually plant new shade trees, but we 
must protect the old ones. Any damage to any of our shade 
trees, from any source whatsoever, should be promptly re- 
ported. Both Mr. Mars of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
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Company and Mr. Perry of the Norfolk & Bristol Street 
Railway Co. have invariably shown a willingness to promptly 
remedy any defective insulation where their wires go through 
the trees. There has been only one case of illegal cutting. 
We imposed a penalty of $50 on account of this and it was 
promptly paid into the Special Tree Fund. 

The letter printed below from Mr. Badger, former treas- 
urer of the Walpole Improvement Society, is self explana- 
tory. As the society has had no legal existence for some time 
and as the last vote was to spend money to light the clock, 
Mr. Badger has been uncertain as to what he should do with 
the unexpended balance, the expenses of lighting the clock 
having been much less than expected. Certainly this dis- 
position of the money meets with the approval of the old 
officers and members, so far as they have been seen, and we 
feel sure to spend this money in the planting of new 
shade trees, is in line with the true intent of the society and 
will meet with the approval of all the former members of 
the society. 

There has been no systematic trimming of trees through- 
out the Town for a number of years. They need it badly so 
we are going to ask for $100 additional this year, and if the 
trimming is done this year it will not be necessary next year,

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARM. 


To the Board of Selectmen :— 

During the year 1906 the Fire Alarm System has been 
called upon to act on no less than 25 occasions, and with the 
exception of one instance, promptly and correctly. | 

In accord with the vote of the Town of March 5 work was 
begun toward the equipment of system with storage bat- 
teries to replace the gravity batteries. This was accom- 
plished and the change made on Friday, April 20, since 
which time the best service has been given with but trifling 
expense, proving the wisdom and financial economy of mak- 
ing the change. 

In performing this work such satisfactory conditions were 
met with as to make it possible to procure and put in ser- 
vice a street fire alarm box which has been established on 
East Street near the Catholic Church, the absence of tele- 
phones in this vicinity making it essential to establish the 
box upon this location. All this work has been accom- 
plished within the appropriation made by the town and which 
is $150 less than a neighboring town paid to make the hanes 
from one battery to the other. 

In accord with the vote of the Town of June 28 a Fire 
Alarm has been established at the corner of Washington and 
Union Streets (KE. W.) at an expense of $57.56. 

The expense of maintaining the system for the year includ- 
ing the salary paid the Superintendent has been $287.65. Of 
this amount $20.75 was paid on account of the old battery 
system and $31.15 was paid to N. & B. Railway owing to 
changes being made in their steam plant. 
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The remaining amount has been paid for small items of 
repair and improvement being made necessary by the march 
of time. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


After studying the conditions I believe it to be essential 
for the town to next extend the system to South Walpole 
and make an electrical attachment to the whistle located in 
that part of the Town. This action would not only give to 
the citizens and property of that part of our Town the bene- 
fit of the electrical alarm but would make the entire fire alarm 
system of the Town a unit of control and prepare for the 
establishment, when the Town sees fit of any or all of the 
proposed fire alarm boxes in South Walpole and along Com- 
mon Street and Stone Street in the Centre. 

If the Town sees fit to pay a salary to its Superintendent 
the coming year I would suggest that a suitable sum in addi- 
tion be appropriated and set apart for the care, maintenance 
and repair of the Fire Alarm System, and if such appropria- 
tion is made it is the intention to place all wires that are now 
or may be in use from the Fire Station and Telephone office, 
in a suitable conduit under ground where they will be free 
from trouble and dangerous currents which are becoming 
numerous in our town. 

I sincerely hope that the town will make such appropriation 
for the extension of the system as to the voters seems wise 
and best, as by doing something each year it will not be long 
before the town will have a complete and efficient system 
without the expense of the same being burdensome. 

I wish to acknowledge to the citizens of the town my 
heartfelt thanks for the confidence placed in me to care for 
and extend and improve the Fire Alarm System of the 
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Town in which I am deeply interested and I trust that such 
confidence has not been misplaced. I also wish to acknowl- 
edge in behalf of the Town thanks to J. B. Lewis & Co., F. 
W. Bird & Son, and N. & B. Street Railway for their gratui- 
tous furnishing steam for the Fire Alarm whistle, the manager 
and operators of our local telephone exchange for their prompt 
and efficient service, and to any and all others who have given 
their aid to improve the system, all of which is most respectfully 
submitted.

To the Board of Selectmen:— 


As Inspector of Wires of the Town of Walpole there are 
several criticisms which can be made on the condition of the 
wires in our Town. When the privilege was given to the Med- 
field Company some years ago to run their wires in the town 
the same were erected in a sort of haphazard way without 
any uniformity in regard to said construction. Many of the 
wires in the Town, now operated by the Edison Company, 
are in the same condition although the new work done by 
this company is in a general way very satisfactory. 

The electric light and power currents have come to stay 
and it behooves the Town and its agents to be alive to every- 
thing that pertains to same and see that they are maintained 
in a perfectly safe and satisfactory manner. 

The wires on the poles appear insignificant and harmless 
but contact with many of them would mean great injury and 
possibly instant death. In our streets many of the poles are 
used by more than one company or corporation and with this 
condition especial care should be taken to protect the em- 
ployees and agents of any or all of the companys using the 
same. 

There are many things which I see that I would like im- 
proved but the Office of the Inspector of Wires is practically 
‘a new one to our Town and it seems advisable to go carefully 
in anything that might be done by said Official. The office 
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of the inspector is no easy snap but I believe the same to be 
important for the future welfare of our Town. 

The insurance requirements are very strenuous in regard 
to the inside arrangements of the electric wires and the Town 
should just as much insist on their construction and estab- 
lishment on its streets and public ways. It might be advisa- 
ble for the Town to authorize its inspector or other commit-— 
tee to procure and put in force a set of regulations concern- 
ing the maintenance of the electric wires in the streets. 

I hope that during the coming year many improvements 
can be made that will make the electric wires more safe to 
the lives of our citizens than they are at the present time.

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PARK COMMISSIONERS. 


Citizens of Walpole: 


We herewith append a statement showing where we have 
spent the money appropriated by the Town for park purposes. 
Perhaps it may not seem as if the Town has received its 
money’s worth. The appropriation, $500, expended over our 
Town, does not make much of a showing. Take, for in- 
instance, the common in the center, which is, perhaps, the 
most conspicuous place. We would have to spend many 
hundreds of dollars to make the common look well and we 
cannot do it unless we have more money. The small com- 
mon (the one where the band stand is located) should be 
plowed and resowed and in the future kept free from all 
games. A new playground for the boys should be provided 
in some other part of the Town. 

We regret to say that the waste paper boxes which we 
have placed in different parts of the Town have not very well 
served their purpose, because the people of the Town are 
not doing their share in putting waste paper, etc. into the 
boxes. If the people, including children, would take some 
pains in this matter, the streets and common of the Town 
would look much better than they do now. Also if the 
School Committee, or Superintendent of Schools, would try 
to enlist the interest of the scholars in this direction, much 
good would be accomplished. 

If, too, the School Committee would interest the children 
to keep the yards and grounds around the schools, clean and 
neat, much would be accomplished. . If each school tor in- 
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stance, could be divided into several brigades, each one of 
which would take its turn in keeping the yards looking better, 
a step in the right direction would be taken. 

The streets atound Walpole Center Common should be 
sprinkled during the hot weather. This, as we have previ- 
ously stated, could be done at a moderate cost and would 
do much toward keeping the center of the Town attractive. 

We doubt whether the people of Walpole do as much in 
proportion to their means, toward beautifying the streets 
and public property of the Town, as they did one hundred 
years ago. Money expended to make the Town property 
more attractive, will bring to the citizens a larger rate of 
interest.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. 


To the Board. of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen,—As Inspector of Animals of the Town of Wal- 
pole I submit the following report. 

In January, February and March, 1905, four cows were 
placed under quarantine inspected by an Inspector of Cattle 
Bureau as being Tuberculous, and killed, the barns where 
they were kept were cleansed and disinfected. Two horses 
were condemned, one case of glanders and one of Farcy, the 
barns were cleansed and disinfected. 

April, May and June three cows were placed under quaran- 
tine as being Tuberculous; examined and killed, barns 
cleansed and disinfected. In Maya piggery was placed under 
quarantine for Hog cholera; in July the quarantine was re- 
moved—piggery cleansed and disinfected. 

July, August and September four cows were placed under 
quarantine; three were killed, one released; barns were 
cleansed and disinfected. In September there were two cases 
of glanders. 

At the annual inspection I find: Cattle 602, sheep 38, hogs 
688, goats 3; have visited 117 barns; aside from annual in- 
spection have made 79 calls. 

In December two cows were reported, but sufficiently 
developed symptoms of Tuberculosis did not warrant placing 


under quarantine.

In presenting their annual report your board wish to call 
attention to a few things which were a factor in keeping the 
tax rate up to its present high mark, ‘° 

One of our business concerns which was formerly a foreign 
corporation, incorporated themselves under the laws of this 
Commonwealth and the Town lost $60,000 of taxable prop- 
erty which is now taxed by the State. | 

Another concern went out of business which caused a loss 
to the Town of $10,000, taxed as machinery, and there were 
several other losses of the same nature beside several losses 
by the abolishment of the grade crossings. 

Under the Veterans’ Exemption Act of 1906 the Town 
loses the tax on property to the value of $10,000, and 15 poll 
taxes. 

Each year strengthens our position taken in the past as to 
the benefit to the tax payer, and assistance to the assessors, 
of filing the statement of taxable property which is required 
by law.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PuUeiie 
LIBRARY. 


During the year which has just closed, the progress of our 
library, as shown by the number taking books and by the circu- 
lation has been most gratifying. Especially in East Walpole 
has the increase appeared. 

In the conduct of the Public Library, the past year, the 
Trustees have attempted a change in the method of supply- 
ing books to the patrons of East Walpole. A branch library 
was established, and the librarian, Miss Phelps, has been in 
attendance on Tuesday and Friday afternoons, from four to 
six o’clock. As will be noted from the detailed report of the 
librarian, the patronage has about doubled in volume. The 
use of rooms at the Wednesday Club, was very kindly ten- 
dered to the Trustees for this branch library. Owing to the 
recent fire at the building, the work has been somewhat cur- 
tailed, but the result has shown a marked increase in the use 
of the books by the juvenile readers, and with a continuance 
of the branch with some added facilities for the benefit of the 
older patrons, the trustees believe to have instituted a valu- 
able addition to the work of the library. 

With the books sent to South Walpole, there has been 
some confusion at times. The books are left at the store, but 
having no attendant they have been taken by patrons personally, 
and, in some cases, fines have been imposed, when no books 
have been used by those fined. 

There has been some patronage of the Library by non-resi, 
dents who have paid the usual fee for the use of the books, 
one dollar per year.

From Mrs. John Capen, the trustees would acknowledge 
the gift of a large collection of valuable books. Some of these 
have been put in circulation, others being duplicate maga- 
zines, have been reserved for use later. 

From the Woman’s Education Association, three sets oi 
views have been received at the Library during the past 
year. Views of the Yosemite, Switzerland, and views per- 
taining to Ancient Greek Art and Architecture. These col- 
lections are in the nature of a traveling library, and the last 
named will be retained during the entire winter. 

The art photographs owned by the Library have been used 
to a considerable extent, having been loaned for lectures in 
town, on several occasions. 

The trustees would call attention to the series of early Boston 
records that have been placed in the reference room, These 
records are printed after the style prevailing in the early history 
of Boston, and are both instructive and entertaining. 

Attention is called to the list of new books, printed as 
usual, with the report. 

The Trustees feel that in securing the services of a permanent 
assistant in the library they have done much to increase its power 
of effective work. Miss Florence Finley, who has been em- 
ployed for this position, is a graduate of the four years’ library 
course at Simmons College, and comes highly recommended. 
The special work of the children’s room has been assigned to’ 
her and her systematic efforts to put the right books into the 
hands of the right children have produced gratifying results. 
Lists of books in special classes have been made accessible, and 
books of favorite authors are accompanied on the shelves by the 
authors’ names. Attractive bulletins of material relating to 
various days and seasons have already been made and this work 
will be continued as occasion demands. 

We specially request the Directors of the Woman’s Club, 
teachers of the public schools and of Sunday schools, and indi- 
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viduals, who are intending to make a study of any topic, to 
notify the librarian a few days in advance, and the resources of 
the library will be made available. 

To the regular librarian, Miss Phelps, the Trustees would 
tender their appreciation of faithful and efficient service. 

An appropriation of $2,500 for the year ensuing has been 
asked for, this being an advance of $200 over the year pre- 
ceding, ‘This increase is necessary, Owing to the employ- 
ment of a regular assistant, and the extra work which will be 
done at East Walpole.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are directed to notify the inhabitants of said Town of 
Walpole, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to 
meet at the Town Hall, in said Walpole, on Monday, the 
fifth day of March, at 6 o’clock A. M., then and there to act 
on the following articles:

Also on the same ballot to vote on the question: “Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
this town?” 

All town officers, except as above named, are to be 
chosen in the usual manner, and for one year. 


Art. 3. To hear the annual report of the Selectmen and 
other town officers, and act thereon. 


Art. 4. To determine the manner of collecting taxes 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will approve the list of 
jurors, as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as required 
by law.

Article One. Voted, that the Town Clerk be instructed 
and directed to cast one vote for Handel L. Jepson for Mod- 
erator. Under the above instruction the Town Clerk de-

Article Two. Voted, that the report of the Auditors, as 
printed, be received. (b) That the Board of Auditors, with

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1906. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their twelfth 
annual report, being for the year ending December 31, 1906. 

This has been the most successful year for the department 
since its installation, financially as well as otherwise. 

We have charged for water sold, by meter and otherwise, 
less abatements, $9,950.07. The total expense of running the 
plant, includinginterest on total indebtedness, has been $7,391.31, 
leaving a net profit of $2,558.76 on water sold. We have not 
included the amount appropriated by the town for hydrant ser- 
vice to make the above profit, neither have we allowed anything 
for depreciation. One would certainly offset the other. For 
service work we have expended $2,377.62 for supplies and labor 
and $674.70 for R. R. crossing work. 

We have credits on this account of $1,879.81 paid for labor 
and supplies and $677.10 charged to owners for Wolcott Ave- 
nue extension, which was laid on private property. Also we 
have an excess of meters on hand and in use over last year to 
the value of $420.50. The apparent loss of $74.91 is more 
than made up by additions to the system that has been charged 
to this account. 

The town at its annual meeting failed to make any appro- 
priation to meet the’ $4,000.00 payment of the series of bonds 
which fall due each year. We were, however, able to pay them 
out of the earnings and surplus in the treasurer’s hands as well 
as to pay for the extensions hereinafter noted, for which an ap- 
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propriation was made but not used. Notes on account of Pleas- 
ant and Diamond streets extensions to the amount of $3,450.00 
fall due the coming year which must be arranged for at the an- 
nual meeting. 

if this is done we think that the earnings of the department 
will be sufficient to pay the series of the bonds falling due. We 
are carrying over no balances this year on services in use. ‘Two 
services have been discontinued owing a balance of $50.50. 
This is not considered an asset, although we expect it will event- 
ually be paid. 

Early in the year application was made to this department 
by Prof. Allen of the Worcester Polytechnic Institute, for per- 
mission to make a test of the machinery at the Pumping Station. 
This was granted, and the test was made on April 17. A copy 
of the report of the test will be found appended to our report. 

As a result of the test some changes have been made at the 
Pumping Station which we think will add to the economy of 
the plant. | ‘a 


The south stand-pipe has been painted on the outside, and 
the grounds about the east stand-pipes have been cleared of 
stumps and rock, and sown to grass. 


Six inch pipe has been extended in Pleasant Street, about 
800 feet, to the premises of Marshall Grant. This has been 
done subject to the usual six per cent. guarantee; six inch pipe 
has also been extended 750 feet through Wolcott Avenue to 
Pleasant Street, and charged to C. S. Bird. Minor extensions 
of 1 1-4 inch pipe have been made on Washington, Pleasant, 
Kendall and Common streets. 


On Sept. 1, R. H. Kannally resigned as engineer at the 
Pumping Station, and James F. Hale was appointed to the po- 
sition. 


We have had but two leaks in our street mains during the 
year, and these in joints caused by lead starting out. 


* 


At South Walpole we have had several leaks in service 
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pipes, caused by electrolysis, which eats out the pipe so as to 
require replacing with new. 

The controversy between the town and the Massachusetts 
Chemical Company has been brought to an end by the decision 
of the Supreme Court in favor of the town. The final details 
of the case can best be explained by the correspondence between 
Mr. E. Worthington, civil engineer, and C. F. Jenney, Esq., 
on the part of the Chemical Co., and Mr. Freeman C. Coffin, 
civil engineer, and Charles K. Cobb, Esq., on the part of the 
town, a copy of which will be found appended. 

We regret very much to report the death of Mr. Freeman 
C. Coffin, civil engineer, who died early in November. Mr. 
Coffin planned and acted as engineer of construction when our 
water system was put in in 1895, and has acted as consulting 
engineer for this department up to the time of his death, and 
we can say most emphatically that the success of the system is 
due to him more than to any one else. The work he did for 
the town on the Massachusetts Chemical case was practically 
the last work done by him.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Mr. H. P. PLIMpPTON, 
Chairman of the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Walpole, Mass. 

DeEaR Sir: I beg leave to submit the following report of test 
on the Walpole pumping station, made April 27, 1906, by a 
division of mechanical engineers from the senior class of the 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute. The test was made to deter- 
mine the ordinary running efficiency of the station and was of 
eight hours’ duration, ‘divided into two periods of four hours 
each, but the whole being a continuous run. The first half, the 
firing was done by one of the engineers on the test, and the sec- 
ond half, it was done by the regular fireman under the direction 
of the chief engineer. 


The plant consists of the following apparatus: Two hori- 
zontal return tubular boilers, containing 872 sq. ft. of heating 
surface each, and rated at 65 H. P. each; a 1,000,000 gallon 
tandem-compound condensing duplex pumping engine and the 
necessary air vacuum and feed pumps for the boiler accessories. 
‘The complete plant with all the apparatus was furnished by the 
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George F. Blake Mfg. Co., and was installed in the latter part 
of 1895. Besides the apparatus mentioned above, there is an 
‘¢ Underwriters” high pressure pump of the same capacity as the 
duplex engine, but as it is used only in case of an emergency, it 
was not tested with the other apparatus. 

The coal burned was from ‘‘Run of Mine George’s Creek,” 
having a supposed calorific power of about 14,500 b. t. u. per 
pound. During the test only one of the boilers was used. Since 
the firing was done by two separate parties, the record for the 
two periods of four hours each was kept separate and will be 
referred to as ‘*‘ morning” and ‘* afternoon ” runs. 

All coal used was carefully weighed and the amount burned 
each hour was recorded. The water, after being weighed in a 
small tank on platform scales, was fed to the boiler by a feed 
pump. Thus the amount of coal used and the weight of water 
used were obtained. 

Boiler pressure (gage) was kept as nearly 60 lbs. per square 
inch as possible, and as there was no opportunity to place a gage 
at the throttle, boiler pressure was taken as throttle pressure. 

To measure the water pumped by the engine, as there was 
no meter in the pipe line, a pitometer was used. This was in- 
serted through a corporation cock in the pipe line in front of the 
station. By moving the pitometer to different positions across 
the diameter of the pipe and reading the velocity of flow at each 
position, an average velocity for the pipe line was obtained, and 
the discharge computed. 

Both the suction pump head and the head pumped against 
were read every fifteen minutes of the eight-hour test, and indi- 
cator cards were made at each end of both the high and low 
pressure cylinders on both sides of the engine every fifteen 
minutes. These readings, when averaged, gave a very close 
value for the head and work respectively. 

The weight of steam used by the plant, including the pump- 
ing engine and accessories was measured by the weight of water 
fed to the boiler.

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The figures show that the engine has after nearly ten years 
of service shown a slip of between ro and 11 per cent. 

The duty of the engine in foot pounds per 100 pounds of 
dry coal was at best 35,000,000 ft. lbs., which is 16,000,000 ft. 
Ibs. below the guaranteed figure when the engine was installed 
in 1895. 

The low duty of the plant as a whole is due for the most 
part to the poor boiler economy. For the first four hours’s run, 
the boiler evaporated only 7.3 lbs of water per lb. of dry coal; 
while in the last four hours’ run it was considerably less, evap- 
orating 5.35 lbs. of water per lb. of dry coal. Also the slip, 
which amounts to from 1o to 11 per cent., affects the duty of 
the pumping engine proportionally to its amount. The pumping 
engine alone showed a rate of 33 1-2 lbs. of steam per indicated 
H.P. per hour. The actual amount of water pumped was given 
by the pitometer, an instrument which was carefully calibrated 
before and after the test and found to be correct. The amount 
of slip should be cut down to a considerably less amount. By 
speeding the pump up from 33 strokes to gostrokes per minute, 
the slip was reduced to approximately 6 per cent.

Drar Sir: —TI enclose herewith a copy of a letter from 
Mr. E. Worthington, Civil Engineer, to Mr. C. F. Jenney, in 
which he describes the method which he proposes, by which in 
his opinion the Massachusetts Chemical Company can at its dams 
control the flow of the Neponset River in such a manner as to 
prevent the overflow of water on to the land and other property 
of the Town of Walpole at the pumping station lot. Iam of 
the opinion that by the method he proposes such result can be 
satisfactorily accomplished. 

It will at all times prevent the water from reaching the 
level of the pump-room floor. It will at all ordinary times (that 
is, except during and shortly following severe rains) keep the 
level of the water two feet and seven inches below the level of 
the pump room floor, or at such an elevation that none of 
the land of the pumping station lot will be covered by 
water, except a small and very low area next the stream on the 
downstream side of the lot. This bit of land is unimportant and 
could easily be filled to the benefit of the lot. 

During extreme freshets, however, the water will back up 
from their dams to higher elevations. I estimate from the best 
data which I can secure that, taking one year with another, the 
water may rise to an elevation two feet below the level of the 
pump room floor about once a year (not every year, but equal on 
the average to oncea year). At this elevation the water will 
cover but little of the land. I also estimate that in an extreme 
freshet, the like of which we have had but one actually recorded 
(in 1886), the water may rise to an elevation six inches below 
the pump room floor. 

The water at such times as the last two instances would re- 
main at that height for but a few hours. The method proposed 
by Mr. Worthington depends for its success in times of high 
water upon the proper manipulation of the appliances in the 


m8 


middle dam and upon the removal of the stop planks in the upper 
dam when necessary by the Chemical Company, and a careful 
watch by it upon the stage of the water. I understand, how- 
ever, the acceptance of this method as satisfactory by the Town 
of Walpole, does not relieve the Chemical Company of its 
_ responsibility te keep the water down in accordance with the 
order of the court. 

The construction of a 50-foot wasteway or overflow in the 
upper dam, as proposed by Mr. Worthington, with its crest 4.15 
feet below the present overflow crest, practically eliminates the 
upper dam from the problem and renders the manipulation of 

the gates and wheel in the lower dam the controlling element in 
‘the situation. 

I approve of the plan and hereby certify that in my opinion 
it will with proper operation be satisfactory to the Town of 
Walpole from the point of view of its Water Department.

My pEAR Sir—lIn regard to the necessary changes in the 
dams of the Massachusetts Chemical Company to conform with 
the decision of the Supreme Court, I have to say as follows :— 

I understand that the Supreme Court decision has the effect 
of limiting the height of water above the saw-mill dam of the 
Massachusetts Chemical Company so that it shall not flow the 
land owned, by the Town of Walpole for water works purposes. 
‘This means the lowering of the height of water at the dam 3.15 
feet, this being the difference in elevation between the height of 
the present overflow and the land of the Walpole Water Works. 
When this dam is lowered 3.15 feet the crest of the overflow 
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will be only .41 of a foot, or substantially 5 inches, higher than 
the overflow of the next lower dam, sometimes called the foundry 
or middle dam. This difference is so slight that a study of the 
facilities for passing flood waters at this foundry dam has been 
made necessary. There are 11 square miles of watershed above 
the saw-mill dam. Ordinary freshets do not much exceed a 
flow of 10 cubic feet per second per square mile or 110 cubic 
feet per second for 11 square miles of watershed. Certain ex- 
cessive floods occur from time to time. The one which occurred 
in February, 1896, is that which gives the best record that I 
know of for this vicinity. The Sudbury River measurements 
gave at this time 44 cubic feet per second per square mile, or, 
440 cubic feet per second for the 11 square miles. This would 
be probably a maximum flood. The middle or foundry dam has 
two waste pipes, 24 inches in diameter, controlled by gates. 
When operating under the full head of the dam these will carry 
off 122.6 cubic feet per second or any ordinary flood. In addi- 
tion to these two waste pipes there is a water wheel which is a 
33-inch Victor wheel operating on a 12 1-2 foot head, and this 
passes about 80 cubic feet per second when open to its full capac- 
ity, making 202.6 cubic feet per second when added to the waste 
‘pipes. The wasteway or overflow at this dam is 31 feet in 
width and when flowing over the same 5 inches in depth will 
pass 27 cubic feet per second, which added to the 202.6 makes 
229.5 cubic feet per second which this dam will pass before there 
is any backing up of water on to the Water Works land. The 
extreme freshets are very brief in duration, that of 1886 enduring 
for five hours at the excessive rate which I have taken. If an- 
other similar freshet occurred I find that the wasteway at the 
foundry dam would take care of the excess, flowing about 1.8 
feet deep or within about seven inches of the top of the dam. 
This would back up water temporarily for four hours on the 
land of the Water Works of the Town of Walpole to the extent 
of 1.4 feet. Under no conditions could this foundry dam flood 
the floor of the pumping station of the Walpole Water Works, 
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as the top of the dam itself is about one-half a foot lower than 
this pumping station floor and the water would have to go over 
six inches deep over the entire top of the dam before it reached 
a height sufficient to touch the floor of the pumping station. I 
think it is reasonable that in extreme floods like that of 1886 that 
an allowance of a few hours of temporary flooding of the low 
portion of the Water Works land should be conceded by the 
Town of Walpole, as I do not think damage would be occasioned 
thereby, and I believe that this middle or foundry dam is amply 
capable of taking off all floods without reaching the pumping 
station floor. It might for a few hours cause the backing up on 
the lower portion of the Water Works land to the extent of 1.4 
feet. 3 
The saw-mill dam must, of course, be altered so that the 
new wasteway as built will limit the height of water to this 
decreased elevation of 3.15 feet. I recommend the putting in 
of a new overflow in that portion of the dam which is near the 
present gates, but without interfering at all with the present 
gates. This overflow will have to be brought lower than the 
exact height at which the water level is now fixed in order to 
provide for the passing of freshets. 1 should lower this one foot 
below the fixed height, or 4.15 feet lower than the present over- 
flow, and should provide flashboards to the height of one foot to 
‘keep the water up to the height now fixed at all ordinary times. 
In the event of a freshet like that of 1886 all the flashboards | 
would have to be removed and the passing of water through this 
channel, 50 feet wide, would back it up about three inches. 
With this three inches backing up and all the backwater 
which would be produced by the middle or foundry dam we 
would still have the water a foot lower than the floor of the 
pumping station in extreme floods, so that with this arrange- 
ment there will be no trouble with flooding out the pumping 
station floor, while at all ordinary times the water could be kept 
away from the Water Works land. By this arrangement, also ° 
the addition of extra flashboards, we could carry the water one 
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foot or more higher in accordance with any temporary agree- 
ment which might be made between the Town of Walpole and 
the Massachusetts Chemical Company. This could be easily ac- 
complished and the cost of raising or lowering these flashboards 
would be immaterial. 

It seems to me under this arrangement that all which the 
Town of Walpole desire to carry out the decision of the Supreme 
Court is accomplished; that the Massachusetts Chemical Com- 
pany, if they can arrange with the Town of Walpole to carry 
the water higher at certain times ur under an agreement which 
can be revoked by the Town of Walpole, can carry the water 
higher than this level of 3.15 feet below the present sill of the 
wasteway, can by this construction easily raise or lower the 
height of water without unnecessary expense or delay. I there- 
fore recommend this to you in behalf of the Massachusetts 
Chemical Company. 

I have consulted with Mr. Coffin as representing the town 
of Walpole and I understand from Mr. Coffin that he agrees with 
me in the computations which I have made and that he considers 
the arrangement herein suggested as a reasonable and satisfactory 
one to the Town of Walpole. 

I am sending to Mr. Coffin a copy of this letter. I under- 
stand that Mr. Coffin will in some way signify his approval of 
this finding as being in conformance with the results reached 
by him.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Committee very respectfully submits herewith 
its annual report for the year 1906. The Board organized after 
the annual Town meeting with J. Edward Plimpton Chairman 
and Edward L. Shepard, Secretary. 

Regular meetings have been held the second Monday even- 
ing of each month, with occasional special meetings. At a joint 
meeting of the committees of the towns of Medfield and Wal- 
pole held in April, in accordance with the law, it was voted to 
retain the services of Mr. Frederic W. Kingman as Superin- 
intendent of Schools for another year. 


FINANCES. 


This year as you will see by the financial statement sub- 
mitted, we have kept within the appropriation. The coming 
year, if you wish your schools kept up to the present high stan- 
dard, we shall need a little more money, for the following rea- 
sons : 

. TEACHERS. 

Few towns can boast of a more earnest and hard working 
corps of teachers than Walpole, and that their compensation 
may be nearer equal to that of other towns of like standing we 
recommend that the maximum for grade teachers be $550 instead 
of $500 per year. 

STATE AID DISCONTINUED. 


Heretofore the town has received from the state $750 on 
account of Superintendent, but with the increased town valua- 
tion we shall lose that in the future. 
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/ 
SUPERINTENDENT’S TIME. 


Under the present arrangement the superintendent gives 
two fifths of the time to Medfield and three-fifths to Walpole. 
Medfield has eight teachers while Walpole employs 26; as there 
are three times as many schools in this town, it seems fair to ask 
that the time for supervision be divided in the same ratio. If 
this change were made Medfield’s share of the Superintendent’s 
salary would be diminished and Walpole’s increased. 


REPAIRS. 


At the Stone school house it is estimated that from $500 to 
$600 will be needed; the main building needs re-shingling, and 
the interior needs a thorough renovating. New floors and new 
curtains are needed, There is a pressing need of more entry 
room and more modern toilet rooms at the North school. 

For an account of the educational work of the schools we 
respectfully refer you to the report of the Superintendent.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The second annual report of the present superintendent 
of schools is submitted for the consideration of your Honorable 
Board and the constituency whose educational interests are en- 
trusted to your care and direction. 


SCHOOL LEGISLATION. 


Two important measures were enacted into law by the leg- 
islature of 1906, viz.: The Medical Inspection bill and the bill 
for establishing the Commission on Industrial Education. 

The first requires the appointment of school physicians by 
the board of health or school committee. The requirements of 
the act are to be carried out by the school physician and the 
teachers. The teachers conduct the tests for sight and hearing 
by means of cards and other appliances provided by the state 
board of education. The physician makes the required physi- 
cal examination and diagnosis. 

The purpose of the law is best given by the following sec- 
tion: 

‘¢ The school committee of every city and town shall cause 
every child in the public schools to be separately and carefully 
tested and examined at least once in every school year to ascer- 
tain whether he is suffering from defective sight or hearing or 
from any other disability or defect tending to prevent his receiv- 
ing the full benefit of his school work, or requiring a modifica- 
tion of the school work in order to prevent injury to the child 
or to secure the best educational results. The tests of sight and 
hearing shall be made by teachers. The committee shall cause 
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notice of any defect or disability requiring treatment to be sent 
to the parent or guardian of the child, and shall require a physi- 
cal record of each child to be kept in such form as the state board 
of education shall prescribe.” 

The second piece of legislation is like the first in that it is 
designed to aid in securing the best educational results. 

In a commonwealth where general prosperity depends on 
skilled workmen, the captains of industry and leaders of public 
educatior do well to join hands in making the schools responsive 
to the growing demand for industrial intelligence. When signs 
are plentiful that the schools are inadequately equipped for sup- 
plying a workable education to those who are to gain a liveli- 
hood with their hands, it is time to pause and study how the 
need is to be met. It is a matter of common knowledge, among 
people who follow the trend of events in education and industry, 
that during the past year a thorough study of educational and 
industrial conditions in all parts of the state was made by a com- 
petent commission at the head of which was the Hon. Carrol 
D. Wright. This name alone is a guarantee that the report and 
recommendations of the commission will arrest our attention, 
and enlist our sympathetic interest. As a result of the labors 
of this first commission a second and permanent commission on 
industrial education has been created by legislative enactment. 

Briefly stated, the duties of the commission are to extend 
the investigation of methods of industrial training and of local 
needs, to advise and aid in the establishment of independent in- 
dustrial schools, to visit and report on special schools, to super- 
intend industrial schools with the co-operation and consent of 
the municipalities involved. 

Towns establishing industrial schools will be reimbursed by 
the state in the following manner: Towns expending more 
than five dollars for each thousand of valuation for the support 
of schools will be reimbursed to the amount of one-half, those 
raising and expending between four and five dollars to the 
amount of one-third, and those raising and expending less than 
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four dollars per thousand to the amount of one-fifth of the cost 
of maintaining industrial schools. Section 4 allows two or 
more towns to unite as a district for the maintenance of indus- 
trial schools. 

This law is in effect a notice to the schools that readjust- 
ment and modification of school courses in industrial centres 
will serve the interests of the individual and society more effec- 
tively than would a continuance of the present ultra scholastic 
forms of school activity, the consequences of which to 
scholars disipclined to book studies, not infrequently are disgust 
and despair, a short career in school, and finally an employment 
calling for little skill and offering few chances for promotion. 


INCREASING COST OF SCHOOLS CONSEQUENT UPON GROWING 
POPULATION AND MAINTENANCE OF HIGH STANDARDS.

The oft-repeated cry, ‘‘ More money for schools,” seems to 
have been heeded. The cost per pupil in 1906, whether based 
on average or total membership, is a little more than ten per cent. 
in excess of the cost in 1901. 

The taxpayer and parent may properly ask what the justifi- 
cation is for this growing expense. In general it may be said 
that the more complex a school system becomes, the more mod- 
ern the buildings and furnishings, the more highly specialized 
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the supervision, the better the quality of teaching, the greater 
will be the attendant cost. 

The school board seeks to keep abreast of the times in 
methods of administration as well as in the inducements which 
they offer to progressive teachers to remain in their service. 
Few towns of the valuation and population of Walpole have 
gone farther in introducing the practices advocated and followed 
by educational leaders. This being true, it ought to surprise no 
one that the schools call annually for larger appropriations. Our 
concern should be to see that all of the money is wisely spent. 

In the future still larger sums are to be expended in the 
attempt to provide an adequate system of public education. The 
dominance of intellectual pursuits for every child is questioned 
seriously by men and women who have spent their lives in im- 
proving economic and social conditions. So conservative are 
we in the public schools, so tied to the past that we hesitate long 
before communicating to the public conclusions to which we 
have reluctantly been forced. 

No one prefers that education should be an expensive pro- 
cess, least of all school officials. The public may rest assured 
that increased appropriations will be called for only as the needs 
of the children are keenly felt. The true view and the one 
yielding most satisfaction is that money spent for schools 
is an investment paying large dividends and not an expense. 
The attitude of this town toward education seems to confirm 
the correctness of the investment view. 


MODIFICATION OF HIGH SCHOOL COURSES, 


‘New interest is being shown in the high school as a result 
of the town’s generous response to the recommendations of the 
special committee appointed to investigate the needs of the 
school. 

A modern building with spacious grounds will enable the 
committee to so modify and broaden the courses of study that 
high school education will be thought good for other children 
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than those who are fitting for college, technical school or norma’ 
school. High schools at present are dominated. by the college 
preparatory idea. Strange as it may seem their success even in 
this direction falls short of what is expected of them. The fact 
remains, however, that the most intensive courses are those 
planned for the prospective college student. The school that 
can prepare most successfully its students for college is held to 
be the best school. This undue emphasis of the college notion 
is out of harmony with the spirit of democratic institutions. In 
some way a proper balance between claims equally good ought 
to be established so that the benefits accruing from the expendi- 
ture of public funds shall be more equitably distributed. 

The introduction into high schools a few years ago of 
commercial studies, including book-keeping, commercial geog- 
raphy, typewriting and stenography was a step in the right 
direction. It has proven of inestimable value. It suggests that 
other forms of training leading directly to a vocation would be 
beneficial. 

The commission on industrial and technical education to 
which reference has already been made reports as follows on the 
present status of vocational training : 

‘¢All the callings in life for which children and youth need 
to be specially prepared may be roughly grouped into four 
classes,—professional, commercial, productive and domestic. 

‘¢Of these, the professional callings are sufficiently pro- 
vided for, partly at public and partly at private expense. A 
large part of the burden of high school maintenance is incurred 
in the interests of professional callings. . 

‘¢ The activities which may be classed as commercial, in- 
cluding all that have to do with the processes of distribution.and 
exchange, are provided for largely at public expense. The 
schools send out salesmen, clerks, book-keepers, typewriters and 
stenographers in ever-increasing numbers. ‘These are the occu- 
pations which allow clean hands and good clothes. If anything 
is lacking in this business training, it is special education in the 
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principles and practice of expert salesmanship. A beginning 
of such instruction has been made in Boston. 

‘* Turning to the occupations engaged in production, in dis- 
tinction from distribution, we find that these are only touched 
educationally in their most advanced and scientific form. No 
instruction whatever is furnished at public expense in the prin- 
ciples or practice of farming, dairying, gardening, the building 
trades, cabinet making, machine shop practice, boot and shoe 
making, tanning, printing, book binding, dressmaking, millinery, 
embroidery, designs. 

‘“‘Agriculture is recognized by the state in its aid to the 
Agricultural College at Amherst; but there is no preparatory 
work leading up to it, in the same way as the high schools lead 
up to the other colleges.” 

Among the interesting conclusions of the commission are 
these : 

‘¢ The state needs a wider diffusion of industrial intelligence 
as a foundation for the highest technical success, and this can 
only be acquired in connection with the general system of edu- 
cation into which it should enter as an integral part from the 
beginning. 

‘The latest philosophy of education re-enforces the de- 
mands of productive industry by showing that that which fits a 
child best for his place in the world as a producer tends to his 
own highest development physically, intellectually and morally. 

‘The investigation has shown the increasing necessity for 
a woman to enter the industrial world for the sake of self-sup- 
port, and hence that she should be prepared to earn a respecta- 
ble living wage, and at the same time that the instruction should 
be made to fit her so that she can and will enter those industries 
which are most closely allied to the home.” 

‘¢ The investigation has shown that that vocation in which 
all other vocations have their root, namely, the care of the home, 
has been overlooked in the modern system of education. In or- 
der that the industrial life of the community may be vigorous 
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and progressive, the housekeepers need to be instructed in the 
laws of sanitation, in the purchase, preparation and care of 
food, and in the care of children, that the home may be a home, 
and not merely a house.” 

It is difficult to avoid concurring with the conclusions 
reached by the commission. Adopting their recommendations 
marks a radical innovation in school practices; yet the social 
and industrial demands of these modern days strongly invite us 
to enter upon such lines of industrial training as local circum- 
stances will allow. Agriculture, domestic science and manual 
training afford avenues of practical approach. The new school 
will be so situated and can be so equipped that all of these 
studies may be included in the curriculum. It should be as 
much a matter of pride and social obligation to train up intelli- 
gent artisans, scientific farmers and good housewives as to turn 
out office clerks, business men and stenographers. These call- 
ings are alike honorable and necessary. All are entitled to fair 
treatment. Apropos of this aspect of a broader education let 
me conclude with a relevant quotation from an address made to 
the National Educational Association : : 

‘¢In direct connection with the playground or athletic field 
an elementary course in agriculture ought to be given. This 
work should be placed on the same basis as other work; should 
be directed by one as completely equipped for this work as other 
teachers are for their work. The prospective farmer who enters 
High School ought to have as good opportunity as the prospec- 
tive lawyer, doctor or minister, because this school is free to all 
who are fitted to enjoy its privileges; but you and I know that, 
unless we have work in elementary agriculture, the chance of the 
prospective farmer is not half so good as that of the aspirant to 
any of the professions. Let us make this suggested change gen- 
eral and even up the opportunities.” 


SPECIAL TEACHING. 


Drawing and music are receiving more time than ever be- 
fore. No report is submitted by the music supervisor as her 
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work follows the same general plan as last year. In drawing, 
weekly visits by the supervisor have taken the place of monthly 
visits. The report of the supervisor accompanies this report. 
It is well worth careful reading. 


ADDITIONAL TEACHERS. 


Lessons in sewing are given each Friday to the upper grades 
of the Bird and Stone schools. At the same time the upper 
grade boys are taught manual training. Until recently some 
difficulty was experienced in carrying out both lines of work to 
the entire satisfaction of all concerned, as the teaching force was 
not large enough to keep all the pupils profitably employed. 
Since September this condition has been relieved. An addi- 
tional teacher is now permanently employed in each school. 
Nearly all of the time of the new teacher at the Stone school is 
spent in the fourth grade where there are fifty-six pupils. A 
room of this size requires two teachers. At the Bird school the 
new teacher was assigned to the fourth grade in the new build- 
ing. The employment of these new teachers accomplished two 
things. It relieved regular teachers who were being overworked 
and provided assistance for the sewing and manual training 
classes. 

Grateful acknowledgement is made for the financial aid 
which has been so generously given for the sewing instruction 
and for tools required in manual training. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


About the middle of the fall term, at the request of several 
young men employed in the mills, an evening drawing school 
was opened in the principal’s room at the Stone school. A 
committee of employers gladly lent their aid to the young men, 
secured a teacher and arranged for instruction in architectural 
and mechanical drawing. This undertaking is a private one, 
having the hearty endorsement and best wishes of the school 
committee. The cost of tuition is. borne by the school; the 
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only expense to the town is that for light and janitor’s services. 
The teacher is responsible to the committee of employers, not 
to the school committee. This experiment is meeting with suc- 
cess both in respect to the number of students and in the interest 
shown. Members of the class report good progress. 

If there is a considerable demand for it anda willingness 
to share in the cost, it is probable that an extension of evening 
school privileges to both sexes will be undertaken in the new 
high school. The ‘school authorities desire in every way possi- 
ble to minister to the educational needs of young and old. Any 
suggestions as to courses to be offered will be gladly received by 
committee and superintendent. 


PENNY SAVINGS. 


A change has been made in the method of conducting the | 
banking business. A committee of ladies has very kindly taken 
from the superintendent the care and management of the penny 
savings. Inso doing they have materially lightened the work 
of the office. The time saved is given to the visitation of 
schools, which is a more legitimate and valuable employment of 
a superintendent’s time. Clerical duties ought never to push 
aside professional requirements. 

The committee have my sincere thanks for rendering a ser- 
vice s6 much needed. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY AND THE SCHOOLS. 


It goes without saying that the schools should use their best 
endeavors to train their pupils to the library habit, that the 
library no less than the school is an educational institution. The 
suggestions offered here spring from a desire to see these two 
forces organized for mutual helpfulness and greater usefulness. 

The experiences of others may well guide us in the fulfill- 
ment of this aim. The most successful co-operative plans 
which have come to my notice are the ‘* Buffalo method,” so 
ecalled, and the library card distribution system. Under the first 
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plan the books are taken from the library to the school at stated 
times and the teachers act as assistant librarians. The advan- 
tages of this plan are that it is easy to direct the reading of the 
children, to see that they have the books they need. Many are 
reached who would not take the trouble to goto the library. 
The reading habit is encouraged. The disadvantage is that the 
children do not acquire the library habit. 

‘¢ They come to look upon the school as not only an institu- 
tion for giving them instruction in various subjects, but as a 
source of supply of certain specific wants which really are sup- 
plied by another agency. What we want as the result of the 
co-operation of the library is not merely the children in the 
school reading many books, but boys and girls who have left 
school still reading many books and regarding the library as the 
legitimate successor of the school as a source of intellectual and 
spiritual supply.” | 

The other plan provides library cards which are sent to the 
schools and distributed to the children. The teachers act as 
advisers in the choice of books. Bulletins are placed in the 
schools on which may be found the names of books and descrip- 
tions of the working of the library. From the beginning the 
children are encouraged to use the library. This plan cultivates 
both the reading habit and the library habit. Children trained 
in this way, on leaving school are likely to continue the use of 
the library. The disadvantage of this plan is that the scholars 
will not always get all the books they want. In many instances 
they live so far away that expense must be incurred for car fare. 
They will go without books rather than bear the expense. 

‘¢The most important work, perhaps, in schools as well as 
in libraries is to be done with the children whose homes furnish 
no incentives to reading or study. These are the people who 
will acquire the reading habit and will never learn to use the 
library, unless they learn in school; and these are the ones who 
are discouraged by distance and cost.” 

It appears then that there are difficulties to be surmounted 
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in following either plan exclusively. An experiment worth 
trying would be a combination of the two plans. For the lower 
grades libraries carefully selected by the teacher and librarian 
could be sent to the schools. Gradually, under the persuasive 
influence of the teacher the children would be drawn to the 
library. As they advance in grade they will: use the card 
method, having learned to dispense with the props of childhood. 

The library and the schools owe it to the town and to them- 
selves to spare no efforts in making all who are now in the 
schools constant and loyal patrons of the library when school 
days are over. The community that reads good literature will 
not lack for intelligent and patriotic citizens.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Mr. F. W. Kingman, Superintendent of Schools: 


My short acquaintance with the Walpole schools seems to 
call for neither a report of what has been done nor a statement 
and detailed criticism of the present condition of the work in 
drawing. But asI believe that drawing in Walpole, as in many 
of our cities and towns, is not doing for the children what it 
should be doing for them, I wish to present its cause and ask 
for help in making it a stronger, more vital study. 

Drawing is one of the required studies in the grades, an 
abundance of material is furnished for its support, and a special 
teacher is employed to direct its work, yet it needs a better 
recognition. 

For what children is our system of education, for the many 
or the few? For what pupils are the schools planned, for the 
one per cent. who seek an education beyond that which the high 
school gives, for the fifteen per cent. who reach the grade of the 
high school, or for the large number who leave school between 
the fifth and eighth grades? What is the aim—the training of 
a few pupils for the profession of learning, the training of many 
pupils for industrial occupations, or to teach all boys and girls 
how to become social, active, self-reliant men and women? 
These are pertinent questions and there is constant need of an- 
swering them. Our courses are planned to meet the demands 
of an intellectual class. They deal largely with books and the 
desire to learn and accumulate facts. But the great majority of 
those who come under the influence of the school think it is a 
narrow, practical institution, useful in enabling them to earn a 
scanty bread and butter living. When we have in mind the 
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development of each child, we will consider this dominant in- 
terest and make important those studies which satisfy the desire 
to do and create. 

Too many studies appeal to the memory, either in subjects 
or method of instruction, encourage machine work and make 
copyists and slaves of the children. Not enough studies train 
the imagination and power of observation, two forces which 
are necessary in all self-inspired constructive work, A system- 
atic culture of the powers of observation is essential. The 
work of the naturalist, scientist and physician depends largely 
on the exercise of these powers. The artist, poet and_philoso- 
pher observe and reveal the truth and beauty which others have 
not seen. Exhaustive observation is an element in all great 
achievements, and the great number of workers find that lack 
of power to observe is a force in keeping them in menial posi-- 
tions, while the possession of the power helps them to become 
leaders. 

Drawing depending on observation for both realistic and 
creative expression develops this power to a great extent, more 
than any study we are told. But it is necessary for children 
to be led to discover and représent what they have observed. 
We make parrots of children by requesting that they copy what 
we and others have seen. We not only often demand that they 
see and do as we have seen and done, but patch their interpre- 
tations of our thoughts and visions with our hand work. With 
pride, drawings made under these conditions are exhibited as 
children’s work. Is it strange that pupils take drawing from 
eight to twelve years and show that they have obtained, little or 
no help from the subjects, and that the real import of drawing 
is little understood? A large number of persons consider it a 
mode of expression of Value only to draftsmen and artists. The 
view is so limited that many connect it with artists alone. 

Drawing is a mode of expression and as such is of great 
value to draftsmen, designers, scientists, naturalists and con- 
structors who use it in illustrating their own ideas and interpret-

ing the plans of others. But as an element of education this is 
not its distinct value. It should not be considered a separate 
study for particular persons, but a method of life. Too much 
emphasis cannot be placed on the usefulness of drawing as a 
mode of thought and as a trainer of the perception and imagin- 
ative powers. A satisfactory representation of forms either as 
they appear to the eye or are pictured by the imagination cannot 
be made without forming the habit of attention and of seeing 
relations. In drawing, a training of the hands attends the exer- 
cise of the mental faculties and the sense of sight. | 

But unless beauty be added the full worth is not realized. 
No growth can be genuine and complete without the aid of 
beauty. Emerson emphasizes this when he writes, ‘* the most 
useful man in the most useful world so long as only commodity 
was served would remain unsatisfied. But as fast as he sees 
beauty, life acquires a very high value.” This not only touches 
the appearance of things but appeals to the inner feelings. One 
cannot appreciate the beauty of a poem, an object constructed 
of marble, stone or wood, a painted canvas or a musical com- 
position and have only the senses affected. Unless, in the pres- 
ence of beauty, there is a response from the mind and heart, 
there is no appreciation. There is something in all natures 
which demands its existence, yet in the majority of cases it is 
so latent that it is never expressed. In its place is the expression 
of the love for color and ornament which is shown in both 
home and personal decorations. Every one is attracted by the 
appearance of things, and many persons, not caring whether 
the effect of the object is good or bad, spend their lives making 
and selling objects which attract the eye. And in educating 
children we forget or do not know that crude combinations of 
color, ugly shaped objects, vulgar pictures and ornaments have 
as bad an influence and create as unlovely thoughts and actions 
as the bad in spoken and written words does. 

We spend much time in our schools trying to inculcate a 
desire to read good books, yet many never read more than the 
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newspaper after they leave school. Little or no time is spent in 
creating a love for good pictures, yet every home and room will 
have pictures, even if they are only soap and theatre advertise- 
ments. Many homes and school rooms are crowded with pic- 
tures, but not one, in hundreds of cases, inspires a, noble thought 
or action. The presence of such pictures is due to lack of good 
taste, inability to judge for oneself and the influence of picture 
dealers who care more about money than they do about art. 
The home atmosphere the most of any mars or makes worthy 
the lives of children, but the school can exert a vast influence in 
encouraging the home training if it is good and in counteract- 
ing it if it is unwholesome. 

Half of the aim of drawing should be to lead’ children to 
appreciate beauty as far as it is possible for all to appreciate it. 
This must be done in two ways: by bringing them in contact 
with beauty and by requiring expressions of beauty in their 
work. It is not enough to ask for facts of form and color, but 
we should seek a representation of truth in a beautiful way. 
A little child’s drawing may be incorrect in the representation 
of the form and color of the object which is before him and yet 
contain more beauty than a picture by a person who earned his 
living painting pictures; or a child’s drawing may give the 
form and color as far as it is red or green and there is no ex- 
pression of beauty. If we could bring into the lives of children 
a desire for the beautiful, we would be giving them much hap- 
piness and strength for solving aright future moral and social 
questions. ‘Those who can select a beautiful work by instinc- 
tive feeling have a power which is always a source of pleasure 
and inspiration, but those who can detect beauty by analysis 
have important resources for full living. Drawing, if it is 
to be a power, must relate to home and personal life. 

The worth of drawing as an intellectual and artistic force 
must be recognized if the study is to reach its ideal position, 
Poor work in drawing must be regarded as unacceptable as 
poor workin any study. It is monstrous that a study of such 
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importance, one that one of our leading educators considers 
to be ‘* next to reading, writing and figuring in small numbers 
the most important common school subject” be given little at- 
tention and a small amount of time. All children with as much 
practice can master drawing to the same extent that they can 
master their own studies. There are a few geniuses in every 
line of thought and work, but they are no oftener found in 
science, mathematics and in English than in drawing. But 
there is time for two lessons a day in reading and three a week 
in drawing, one lesson a day in arithmetic and two a week in 
drawing. It is right that persons should differ in taste and 
ability as they differ in physical appearance, but with our 
schools should be the question, what studies will give the largest 
returns in the life of the children when they are away from 
school, in their own homes and work? 

When we can realize the use of drawing as a harmonizing 
element, we shall make a distinct place for it in all of our high 
schools. We shall make more of it and less of some studies 
which are so purely mechanical that they encourage no original 
thought and action. Drawing may be a breeder of laziness and 
carelessness, and a producer of ugly, meaningless forms, or it 
can be one of the most. important studies, a vital factor in cre- 
ating in each child a desire to be an active, social agent, loving 
wisdom, art, and virture. FRANCES L. SWETT.
